T he T elegraph learns from a talk 
with Po st Office Inspecto r Spangler, re­ 
cently here, and also by an interview 
with Judge Charters, ou* po st master, 
the fo llo wing facts, which place the mat­ 
ter of a leaso fo r ro o ms and any talk 
abo ut remo val o f the po st office, in an en­ 
tirely new light. The facts also show by 
indicatio ns that can no t be misunder­ 
stood, that Dixon is gro wing in a sound, 
healthy manner, that is quit© gratify ing 
to ali o ur peo ple. 
This indicatio n is the 
remarkable increase in the po stal busi­ 
ness o f this city . 
To premise we may 
state that the Go vernment has never had 
a lease for the office room at Dixo n, for 
the follo wing reaso ns: The go vernment 
pay s the rent, fuel and light for all first 
and seco nd class offices. 
In third and 
fo urth class offices the po stmaster himself 
ha» to pay these items of expense. 
To 
rank the Dixon po st office as a second 
class office the sale of po stage stamps and 
stamped envelo pes 
must 
reach eight 
tho usand dollars per annum. 
The go v­ 
ernment has up to this time refused to 
accept a lease fo r an office in Dixon, for 
the simple reason that the sale of stamps 
has alway s been so close to the limit 
($8 000) that there has been no certainty , 
as co nsidered by the department, that it 
might not fall hack to a third class office; 
and then the po stmaster himself wo uld 
have to pay the rent and o ther office ex­ 
penses. 
Ho wever it is gratify ing to state, 
as the facts indicate, that Dixo n’s pros 
perity and co ntinual gro wth during the 
past few mo uths, have demo nstrated to 
the go vernment that there is no probable, 
or, we may say , possible chance now’ of 
the mail service here sicking to a third 
class office; so the post office department 
has sent o ut an inspecto r to uego tiate a 
five y ear lease of some suitable ro om for 
a post office. 
What is required is good 
acco mmo datio n; that is to say , rooms suit­ 
able fo r transacting the increasing busi­ 
ness of the office 
The roo m or rooms 
must he heated and lighted by the pro 
prieto r of the building as the go vernment 
does no t like to bo ther with gas bills and 
coal furnishing co ntracts. 
Any o ne hav 
ing a building to rent may , o f course 
may hid. 
It mhsl be remembered, ho w­ 
ever, as an impo rtant facto r in the mut­ 
ter, that there must be fixtures suitable 
for the post office business in the build­ 
ing and it is also required that the room 
be heated and lighted; the co ntract to 
run fo r a term of five y ears, at a rental 
which will be satisfacto ry to the depart­ 
ment at*Washingto n. 
We are aHo in ­ 
fo rmed that the fact that a petitio n fo r a 
change in location of the office has been 
sent fo rward w’as no t the reaso n fo r 
the vibit of Mr. Spangler, the Inspecto r, 
to Dixo n. 
His visit was the simple re­ 
sult o f an increasing business at the Dix­ 
o n post office, and that has caused the 
post office department to reso lve to se­ 
cure a lease o f rooms fo r a term o f five 
y ears fo r its office in Dixon. 
The o wners 
of the building where the office is now 
lo cated, at an expense of o verfifteen hun ­ 
dred dollars, have putin the fixtures used 
and are the o wners thereo f. 
Some re­ 
gard sho uld be paid fo r this enterprise. 
We understand that the sale o f stamps 
and evelopes fo r the past mo nth would 
indicate that the office hereafter will re­ 
turn a revenue in these items alo ne of ten 
or twelve tho usand dollars per annum.

The Train W reckIng Theory About Aban*

The Kentlauc! Arrest—A Man L iterally 
Baked to Death. 


P e or ia , 
Ills., Aug. 
16.—The officials of 
the Toledo, Peoria & W estern have com pleted 
w hat they believe to be a complete list "of the 
fatalities from the accident The difficulties 
attending the m aking of the list have been 
✓ery great, as m any bodies were rem oved 
from C hats w orth w ithout notice to the oom- 
l» any. The list contains seventy-seven nam es, 
and includes all who had died up to Monday 
night. 
It is more than probable tha t three 
more of the injured will die, which will bring 
the total num ber of dead up to eighty. 
The story tha t the bridge uns fired by 
thieves is now generally discredited, 
Testi* 
mony recently adm itted before the corouer’s 
jury a t C hats w orth seems to w arran t the be­ 
lief tha t the engine on the 5 o'clock train 
dropped sparks into the tim bers of the stru c­ 
tu re, and from these arose a sm oldering fire, 
w hich burned out the bridge. 
This te sti­ 
mony will, it is thought, be brought out very 
fully by the railroad board. 
A couple of 
farm ers living; near the w reck have been sent 
for. 
These men say they saw the fire about 
9 o’clock W ednesday evening, but paid little 
attention to it. 
H ad either of them gone to 
the culvert, the catastrophe would have been 
avoided. 
The debris of the wreck has all been burned 
as there was nothing left of value, and it was 
cheaper to burn than to rem ove it. 
The 
only rem ains found were three or four skulls 
and one finger. 
Miss Ju lia Valdejo, the last one of P eoria’s 
dead from the C hats w orth w reck, was laid 
a t rest M onday. 
The body of the unknow n 
w om an 
which laid in the m orgue here for 
two days was also buried. 
N othing helping 
tow ard her identification has l» een discovered. 
The injure« ! in this city a t priv ate houses and 
in the hospitals are all doing well. 
The con­ 
dition of A dam Scham berger, which was re­ 
garded as critical, is more favorable, and it 
is now believed he m ay recover. 
A num ber of unclaim ed articles, such as 
boots, coats, ve3ts, 
etc., bloodstained and 
bearing evidence of the dreadful scene, are 
on public ex hibition a t the railw ay station 
in this city and fill a room about tw enty feet 
-qtiare. 
The nam e of A zareth Gale, of O range 
P rairie, should be added 
to the list of the 
dead. 
The body wus brought back by his 
friends on an early train on the m orning of 
the catastrophe.

BADGER BAITING OUT W EST. 


A F av orite Sport In Southern C alifornia 
■» The G am e C aught N apping. 
The fav orite sport in northern California 
and ov er the entire state is coursing with 
grey hounds. 
Some of the finest dog« in 
the world are owned in this state, and so 
finely are they trained and bred that the 
jackrabbit, one of the swiftest of its kind, 
has little chance of escape from them. 
The ev olutions of pursued r.nd pursuer« 
are of the greatest interest. 
The badger, 
while common, is rarely met with, and 
not one Californian in A thousand has 
seen J one aliv e in the open country , 
though probably thousands hav e fallen 
into badger holes. 
In appearances the 
animal resembles a short, flattened out 
bear. 
Its colors are black and white, 
attractiv ely arranged, so that it present« 
a striking and conspicuous appearance. 
Its mouth is armed with a powerful 
array of teeth, and in the arrangement 
of the jaw we find a peculiarity not 
found in any other mammal, so that it 
is 
almost impossible to dislocate it, 
which ex plains the bulldog like tenacity 
of the animal’s grip. 
In its habits the 
badger is quiet and harmless, remaining 
in its burrow during the day time, and 
roaming around at night in search of 
food. 
In olden times in England, badger bait­ 
ing consisted in capturing the animal, 
placing it in a depression in the ground, 
and then setting the dogs upon it. 
Tho 
dog that succeeded in taking it out and 
killing it was supposed to be the v ictor, 
though all undoubtedly aided in wearing 
it out. 
In southern California the cu­ 
rious animal is occasionally found out of 
its burrow during the day , and will af­ 
ford fine sport to riclers who endeav or to 
capture it by the aid of clogs. 
A robust 
badger is a match for lialf a dozen ordi­ 
nary grey hounds, hence the fight is not 
so onesided as might be imagined. 
One morning just as the sun was riding 
ov er the Arizona desert and starting the 
night shadows in the deep cany ons of the 
Sierra Madres, a party of horsemen rodo 
ov er the mesa, literally wading through 
the flowers. 
A pack of grey hounds fol­ 
lowed, while a number of fox hounds ran 
here and there breaking out now and 
then into fitful intonations as a rabbit 
trail was crossed. 
Finally a great com­ 
motion is heard in a clump of eucaly ptus 
trees; a rush is made, the horsemen sur­ 
rounding the spot where the hounds are 
uttering cries that tell of game in 
the toils. 
For a 
moment nothing 
is seen; 
then 
a 
black 
and 
white 
furry object, as big as some of the 
dogs, appears in the midst of them; 
now on its back, snapping v iciously ; now 
clinging to a dog with a v ice like grip, 
and tearing with its powerful claws. The 
badger had been caught napping, and was 
pounced ujx m by the dogs while ly ing in 
a root hole, where some one had taken 
up a eucaly ptus. 
In this fortification the 
animal had an adv antage which it was 
not slow to follow up, and as the ex cited 
dogs fell or rolled in upon it they were 
bitten, torn and scratched with a spirit 
that told of considerable reserv e power 
on the part of the animal. 
Good fox hounds are rare in southern 
California, and as there were sev eral in 
the pack taking their punishment too 
well to suit their owners, the latter made 
an attempt to close in on the badger; but 
the dogs, wil« l with rage, crowded on, 
and in a moment the unfortunate beast 
was under a heap of hounds. 
The dogs 
were hauled off and thrown aside, beaten 
and y elled at, and finally the horses were 
driv en among them, and all that re­ 
mained of the badger was hauled out. 
The animal weighed thirty pounds, and 
its powerful claws told the story of its 
stay ing powers. 
The skin was sav ed as 
a trophy and afterward made into a stool. 
The hair of the animal is ex tremely v al­ 
uable in trade, being utilized in the man­ 
ufacture of brushes, for which purpose 
hundreds of badgers are killed y early in 
Europe.—San Gabriel (Gal.) Cor. New

Hail t^ev tion Foreman Cou ghlin 
o b ey ed the spirit of the letter of instru ctions 
he receiv ed from his su perior officer, and had 
some of the men, one of them in particu lar, 
who saw the lights on the railroad track hou r 
after hou r on Wednesday night exerted 
themselv es to the extent of a two-mile ride 
on a hand-car, the catastrophe which has hor­ 
rified the civ ilized world wou ld nev er hav e 
occu rred. 
The» were the primary facts dt^ 
v doped by the coroner's ju ry which for sev en 
long hou rs Tu esday examined witness after 
witness iu its endeav or to secu re some light 
regarding the cau ses which led to the dis­ 
aster. 
The inqu iry took place in the infant class 
room of the pu blic school bu ilding, and here 
in their shirt sleev es and with desk* lor seats, 
the farmer ju ry delv ed for facts and elicited 
details in a style which wou ld hav e been 
creditable in u ju ry oonqtceed of experienced 
members of tbe bar. 
Tliere was no formal­ 
ity abou t the inqu iry. 
Coroner Long was 
willing that ev eryU*iy in the room shou ld 
hav e a show in the cross-examination, pro­ 
v ided they pu t their qu eries -» writing. 
Bu t 
for all this tho inqu iry was direct to the 
jioint, and the resu lts of the day, if not sensa­ 
tional, were decidedly interesting. 
W. J. Clarke, a merchant of 
rip er City, 
was the first of the long string of witnesses 
His place of tmsinav s is near the track. 
On 
the night of the accident he crossed the track 
abou t 0 o’clock, and looking toward Chats- 
worth he saw what he thou ght was tie* head­ 
light of an engine. 
When he again crossed 
the track an hou r later the light was still 
there. 
This prompted him to make inqu i­ 
ries, and ho fou nd that the excu rsion train 
was at that time on the other side of Forrest. 
The i-ecu liarifcy of the light, which at one 
time was v ery bright, and again v ery du ll, 
was comment**d njton 
by sev eral people at 
the station, and the opinion was 
expressed 
that the section meu wi re bu rning something 
along the tru ck. The thou ght stru ck his mind 
that the bridge might be bu rning, bu t ho 
nev er mentioned it to anybody.

cou ple of hou rs later the alarm hu d been 
giv en and he went on foot to the scene of the 
wreck he fou nd sev eral of the railroad ties 
between the cu lv ert and Piper City were 
either bu rning or smou ldering.

them had iw ii bu rned clear u nder tie* track. 
John S. Madden u bu rlier and the v illage 
clerk of Piper City, said that the light

B e v y o f A frica n B e a u tie s— D ress a n d 
J e w e lr y—S o cia l R estrictio n s. 
The women of the household have g ot 
over their first tremors, and come to the 
conclusion that we a rea g ood matured 
and a harmless looking sort of fellows. 
At first they peep over the wall or out of 
neig hboring 
doorways, 
till, 
g rowing 
bolder, they venture in g roups out of 
their hiding places to see, and doubtless 
to be seen. 
Not to alarm them, we take 
notes surreptitiously, and observe that 
they make up quite an ethnolog ical col­ 
lection of African types. 
Fillani and 
Haussa women from the neig hborhood, 
Nupe and Yorulxi specimens from tho 
Nig er districts, and others from tin* trilies 
of Adamawa and tho Benne reg ion. 
Clearly our friend is a man of catholic 
tastes in the matter of women. 
His 
harem presents all kinds of face and 
fig ures, from the copper colored Fillani, 
with slender, lithe fig ure, well shaped 
face and positively beautiful eyes, to tho 
shaiieless form, black ; kin, ug ly face and 
muddy eyes of the lowest negro typo. 
They are all dressed alike, with a lower 
turkedi or cloth round the waist, hang ing 
to the ankles, a second sheet wound 
round the body under the armpits, and a 
third worn in the varied modes of a 
shawl on the head and shoulders. 
The 
hair is g athered into a solid ridg e of 
g rease and hair, which extends from the 
brow to the nape of the neck, something 
after the manner of the crest of a helmet. 
From each temple hang s a kind of stilf 
love lock. 
The ankles are adorned with 
enormously heavy anklets of solid brass, 
the bar being little short of an inch and 
a half in thickness, the ends ornamented 
with neatly made polyg onal beads. Noth­ 
ing IxAter finished could lx* turned out of 
a European workshop. 
Round the wrist 
are placed several more brass bracelets, 
not so expansively made, but collectively 
so heavy that to ease their arms the 
wearers are frequently to be seen with 
hands clasped liehind the head or hang ing 
down their backs. 
Their ornaments usu­ 
ally include a string of ag ate bends made 
in the country,- The women, unlike the 
men, do not affect white colors, the more 
fashionable cloths being checks of dark 
blue, a medium tint of the same, white 
and mag enta. 
Among those who can 
afford expensive articles the latter two 
colors are prevalent. 
Strang ers are not usually admitted into 
the family compound, but it most not 1 ** 
supposed that the women arc* strictly 
kept inside and never let out. 
Quite the 
reverse. 
In the evening s they are almost 
invariably left at liberty to wander forth 
and join in any dance or merrymaking 
there may be afoot, and I would not like 
to be responsible for the statement that 
their behavior is always best on the*? oc­ 
casions. 
During the day, also, if any of 
the women have anything to buy or sell 
at the market there is no restriction to 
their g oing thither. In the more wealthy 
families, however, there is always one if 
not two wives who are kept in strict se­ 
clusion, and not infrequently eunuchs 
are employed to g uard the morals of the 
harem.—J oseph Thomson in Harper’s 
Mag azine.
